David,  per  your  direction  I have  directed  START  to  take  the  Correspondence  Tracker 
offline.  This  action  essentially  cuts  off  the  local  agencies  and  health,  such  as  San 
Juan  Basin  Health,  from  addressing  questions  from  the  public  on  their  well  data.  San 
Juan  Basin  Health  informed  me  they  use  it  on  a daily  basis.  Taking  the  tracker  off-line 
will  make  it  more  difficult  to  complete  our  final  scrub  of  the  letters  that  need  to  go  out  to 
residents  and  to  collaborate  on  issues  with  the  local  agencies.  San  Juan  Basin  Health 
will  definitely  want  future  use  to  the  data  base  as  they  move  forward  with  their  plans  to 
continue  advising  well  users  in  the  basin. 


1C  can  still  limp  along  with  SCRIBE,  however,  please  be  aware, 

the  correspondence  tracker  pulls  from  SCRIBE.  SCRIBE  is  the  source  of  all 
the  information.  Shutting  down  scribe  will  basically  shut  off  data  access  to  all  three 
regions  (8,9,6)  as  well  as  the  mine  operations  and  mine  data  (such  as  the  adit  data)  and 
viewers.  It  would  take  a couple  paragraphs  to  tell  you  all  the  varied  implications  of 
shutting  the  site  data  base  down. 


I talked  to  Joe  Shaeffer,  ERT,  who  runs  SCRIBE  for  EPA,  and  he  could  not  indicate  to 
me  that  SCRIBE  was  an  "authorized  system". 


Please  provide  direction  on  the  SCRIBE  data  base  and  what  "shutting  down"  means  if 
that  is  the  direction.  There  are  more  than  a few  "subscribers"  who  have  had  access  to 
the  data  base  (mostly  who  have  worked  in  the  EU)  and  who  have  a copy  on  their 
computer.  All  have  demobilized  at  this  point.
